Grass fires arc plaguing the Antioeh Fire 
Department. Almost, daily the siren sounds, and 
the /Fire Department rushes out to halt the.spread 
.of a fire. •. . '■, .'.. , ■•; 

.The long drought is .'contributing mightly 
to the start and spread of fires. Few people seem 
to realize. ;nu?t how. dry it is. it's, the " season to 
clean up yards, people start to burn trash, and 
before they know, it, a fire has 'stalled Where 
it was not intended to be. 

Many fire calls are expensive, of course, Rut 
in addition to the ■expense," Todd Maplethorpe 
points out that every time the fire truck dashes 
out to-i-espondto a call, the -men run the risk of 
being injured. Fortunately, it . doesn't happen 
often, but the risk is always there. 

• Fires usually result from someon's .careless- 
ness. The best rule to follow during this extremely 
dry weather, is "don't burn anything outside." 
;Even sparks from an incinerator can start a fire. 

If you MUST burn, use your garden hose to 
water down" surrounding areas, keep it handy 
in case fire spreads, and watch the fire till it's-out. 

Don't drop burning cigarettes if you're 'out 
Valking in the fields or woods. r 

, So far, the Fire Department has been able to 
control the fires. Some windy day, they may not 
be able to, and a lot of property could be des- 
troyed. Or someone could be hurt. 

■ So be careful. Wait for a rain 'before burning 
trash. These are unusual times and call for 
unusual care.

- It appears that I,nke Coun- 
ty, despite a last minute ef- 
fort by State Senator Robert 
Coulson and .Tohn Matijevich, 
Democratic candidate for 
Stale Representative, will 
miss out on one of the pro- 
posed state universities to 
be built in the near, future. 

It is regrettable that Sen. 
Coulson did not try to enlist 
some-organized-support— six 
months or a year ago instead 
of waiting until the eve of 
the final public hearings. 

These hearings make in- 
teresting window dressing, 
but it is rare indeed that a 
public body; once committed 
to a course of action, can be 
induced to change its mind 
on the basis of evidence in- 
troduced at a later date. 

Lake County has a great 
deal to offer in support of Us 
contention that a college 
should be located here, but it 
is in the position of the many 
communities competing for 
new. industries. 



An issue which Is -almost 
certain to raise, a storm of 
controversy, during- the clos- 
iiig : weeks of this session or 
Congress concerns the call- 
ing up of reserve personnel 
of. our armed, forces, 
, The subject lias been un- 
der study by a subcommittee 
of the House Armed Services 
Committee in connection 
with possible amendments 
to the draft laws. However,' 
the subcommittee" has not 
planned to file its report 
until next year. 

Meanwhile, the Senate 
tacked ona provision to the 
military appropriation bill 
authorizing the president to 
call up 472,000 reservists 
had not yet completed 24 
months of active duty. This 
provision was rejected by 
the House. 

The latest plan, contained 
in a House bill (H.R. 17195), 
would permit the President, 
without the necessity of 
declaring a national emer- 
gency, to call up about 133,- 
000 reservists who have had 
less than four months' train- 
ing. These individuals would 
be. subject to two years of 
active duty— including possi- 
ble service in' Viet Nam. An 
additional 64.000 individual 
reservists, who do not occupy 
specific positions in organ- 
ized reserve units, would also 
be subject to call under the 
House proposal. The House 
passed this-measure. by a re- 
sounding 332 to 6 vote. 

One of the main features 
or the' House passed bill is 
that it would leave organized 
reserve units intact. 'Most of 
those persons called up 
would have had little or no 
training. The plait would 
avoid the breaking up. or 
"cannibalizing" of the organ- 
ized Read y Reserv e. _ 

"^SflllTThere are bound to, 
be niany complaints from 
■reservists (and parents) who 
considered ilhat any individ- 
ual reserve status' could avoid 
active military service ex- 
cept in the evfrit of a na- 
tional • emergency. ' As can 
be seen under the House bill, 
most reservists will continue 
to enjoy an exemption from 
active service while as many 
as 107,000 may be called for 
two years of active duty. 

The charge is made that 
the reserve system has en- 
abled many to avoid the com- 
pulsion of the draft. How- 
ever, the changes proposed 
by the. House would affect 
only a small percentage of 
the total of more than one 
million reservists— and none 
of those who serve in the 
states' National Guard Or- 
ganizations. 

The Administration and 
the Senate appear- to be 
strongly opposed to the 
House~planr^— At— the-same 
time, the _ House members 
appear to be quite adament 
in support of the plan. The 
Senate proposal to call up 
472,000 reservists was reject- 
ed in the House__by a. vote 
of 378 to 3. As ' indicated 
the House subsequently en- 
dorsed its own plan by a 
decisive 332 to 6 margin. 
A battle between the 
House and Senate giants on 
this issue appears to be in 
the making.

i- Ben has no interest In 
primitives, crudely carved 
wildfowl which some collec- 
tors treasure. He likes the 
I graceful, beautifully carved 
; and colored examples of the 
i decoy-makers' art. So primi- 
jives, and other decoys that 
' fail to interest him, are fuel 
. for trading. 

j Part of the fun of collect- 
jing. Ben points out, is the 
! "horse trading" that goes on 
between collectors. There 
are about 300 serious decoy 
collectors in the U. S. and 
he corresponds regularly 
with about 250 of them. 
— Word-gets-around-that a 
collector has a certain item, 
perhaps one he covets; So 
Ben, knowing the type that 
Interests this collector, takes 
a picture of one or more of 
the decoys he has for trade, 
and sends it to ithe collector. 
The other collector does the 
same, sending a photo of his 
prize. And the jockeying , is 
aw, — with— each — trying; — to 
Vtrade up," to get more than 
he gives.. 

When the trade is complet- 
ed, : each is probably „ con- 
vinced that he got the best of 
the. deal. And perhaps each 
didrfor each has different in- 
terests;— and- duplicates of 
many items. 

'Ben likes, old decoys, sam- 
ples of the work of early arti- 
sans who were masters in 
their field. In those days, 
commercial hunters provided 



space-taking nuisance, and 
many treasures ended up in 
bonfires. **I travel all over 
looking for "decoys," Ben 
says. *'When l knock on a 
door, and an old man comes 
to the door,"! know ffnay hit 
pay dirt. If a young man 
answers. I .might as well be 
oh; my way, for when a man 
passes his decoys on to his 
son. the son invariably 
burns them." . 

Decoys are now made of 
plastic or styrofoam. They're 
actually better and cheaper, 
"blltnirat^ninteTesriTriiiTOlt" 
collectors. 

Ben likes teat and mudhen 
decoys, most of all. \ The 
mudiieh is a "confidence" de- 
coy, much used by earlier 
hunters. Their use gave a 
natural appearance which 
gave the duck assurance that 
this was a safe spot to como 
winging in. to feed or rest. 

Mo d e r n hunters don't 
make an art of putting out 
decoys as, their fathers did, 
Ben points out. They don't 
have to. Their guns and am- 
munition are so much more 
effective that they don't have 
to lure the ducks in that 
close. Also they are not 
hunting for a living, and bag- 
ging a fowl isn't, the differ- 
ence between , meat on the 
table tonight or going liflh- 

"Decoys made by men now 
.living have no real: value to 
the collector but are some- 
times added to their posses- 
sions because of fine work or 
some oddity. Every collec- 
tor probably has some odd 
pieces, which he keeps be- 
cause they intrigue hiin. 
One such that Ben has is a 
wood duck, a sleeper, made 
of wood, that sinks. Put .in 
water, the decoy promptly, 
sinks. Why, Ben has never 
figured out. Perhaps, for 
some— obscure— reason,- the 
maker inserted lead in a hol- 
low decoy. Ben has never 
opened it to find out. 

Some of the decoys on dis- 
play at the State Bank are 
the finest examples of the de- 
coy-makers' art.

Hen's "junker" pile often 
provides material' Tor trades. 
In addition to the recog- 
nized "prize pieces" from 
the hands of well-known arti- 
sans, many collectors are par- 
ticularly interested in speci- 
fic types of decoys. 

Ben has no interest in 
primitives, crudely carved 
wildfowl which some, collec- 
tors treasure. He likes the 
graceful, beautifully— carved 
and colored examples of the 
decoy-makers' art. So primi- 
tives, and other decoys that 
fail to interest him. are fuel 
for trading. 

Part of the fun of collect- 
ing,. Ben points out, is~tlie 
''horse trading" that goes on 
between collectors. There 
are about 300 serious decoy 
collectors in. the U. S. and 
■he— corresponds — regularly 
with about 250 of them. 

Word gets around that a 
collector has a certain item, 
perhaps one he covets. So 
Ben, knowing the type that 
interests this collector, takes 
a picture of one or mote of 
the decoys he has" for trade, 
and sends.it to. the collector. 
The_other_collector_does.the- 
same, sending a photo of his 
prize. And the jockeying is 
on, with each trying ., to 
?'tKRle. ttfc" to get more than 
lie gives, r.-'-.i '# 

When. the trade is complet- 
ed, each is probably con- 
vinced that he got the best of 
the deal.' And perhaps each 
did, for each has different in- 
terests, and duplicates of 
many items. ■ • 

Ben likes old decoys, sam- 
ples of the work of early arti- 
sans, who were masters in 
-theirr-fieldr— In-thoser-days, 
commercial hunters -provided 
a big demand for decoys. 



they even sneaked up on 
sleeping fjocksof ducks and 
used seven-bTTrfel battery 
guns to slaughter meat. 

Legislation ended this type 
of hunting in the HViO's, and 
forced all the dAeoy. manu- 
facturers .out of business, 
So samples of decoys .manu- 
factured by each of these 
companies is of value, 

Those early 'decoys were 
made of wood, some hollow, 
some solid. Ben prefers the 
hollow type, .To anyone but 
a hunter, the decoys were a 
space-taking >nUisa nce; juid 
marry treasures 'ended up iii 
bonfires. "I travel all over 
looking for decoys,-?' Ben 
says. ''When I knock on a 
door, and an old man comes 
to the door, I know I may hit 
pay dirt. If a young man 
answers, I might as well be 
on my way, for when a man 
passes his decoys^on to '. his 
son, .the- son. invariably 
burns, them." 

— Decoys-are-now—made _ of 
plastic or slyrofoam.. They're 
actually better and cheaper, 
but not of interest tojnost 
collectors. 

, Ben likes teal and mudhen 
decoys, most of all. The 
mudhen Is. a "confidence" de- 
coy, .much' used . by earlier 
hunters. Their use gave a 
natural ■ appearance which 
gave the duck assurance that 
this was a safe-spot 1o come 
winging in to feed or rest.- 
' M (1 c r n hunters, .don't 
make- an art of putting out 
decoys as their fathers (lid, 
Ben points out. They don't 
have to. Their guns, and am* 
munition arc so much more 
effective that they don't have 
to lure the ducks in that 
close: Also they are not 
hunting for a living, and bag- 
ging a" fowl isn't the differ- 
ence between meat on the 
table tonight or going hun- 
gry. 

Decoys made by men now 
living have no real value to 
the collector hut are some- 
times added' to their posses- 
sions because of fine work or 
some oddity. Every collec- 
tor probably has some odd 
pieces, which Tie keeps be- 
cause -they -intrigue him. 
One such thqt Ben has is a 
wood duck, a sleeper, made 
of wood that sinks, . Put in 
water, the decoy promptly, 
sinks. — WhyrBen-has-nevcr 
figured out. Perhaps, fbr 
some obscure' reason, the 
maker inserted lead in a hol- 
low decoy. Ben' has never 
opened it to find out. 

Some of the decoys on dis- 
play at the State Bank are 
the finest examples of the de- 
coy-makers' art. The dates 
glven-are-the dates when the 
respective decoy makers 
were known to be practicing 
their trade.
